That is the Collins model CP-1 crystal pack, and was used 

with both the S/Line and KWM-2 to get general coverage 

(with the exception of a gap between 5.0 and 6.6 MHz). 

The crystal pack did not come with the standard ham band 
crystal complement, but included empty pouches for those bands. 
The idea was, you would remove the standard crystal, 

place it in the pouch, and replace it with the extended range 
crystal. The missing crystal puller is an Xcelite type 42H 
5-1/2 inch straight nose seizer, with serrated jaws. 

It is a nice stainless steel tool, and often goes missing. 


The Collins CP-1 is still sought after. They used to sell 
for about $150 before eBay came along.

Thanks everyone for your observations about the old radio hobby. For some it 

is about nostalgia of course, being able to now acquire the things one could 
only dream about as a kid. For others it is the interesting possibility of 
reenacting and experiencing a period of time that was prior to one's existence 
with the excitement of immersing oneself in all the period trappings of a 
particular time (the 1930's for example; my excuse). We can speculate about the 
future direction of our hobby but really we have no way of knowing for sure what 
will happen; I do sincerely hope young folks continue to get bitten by the bug 
and want to get involved and that digital technology will not kill off the 
enjoyment of operating antique radio equipment. The AWA and the annual meet in 
Rochester, NY was once a "must" annual Pilgrimage for anyone serious about the 
old radio hobby and radio history in general. In recalling some of the peak 
attendance and huge overflowing fleamarket years of the past which was during the 
mid 1990's, the who's-who in the world of radio collecting, history and or 
restoring was always there. The annual conference in Rochester, NY for whatever 
reason continues to decline since reaching a peak of over 1000 registered 
attendance in about 1996. This past conference meet was a mere shell of what it 
once was with registered attendance of a little over 400. A sharp contrast can be 
felt every year there on opening day as you begin to realize who has not 

shown up. Every year it is more big names added to an already too long list of who 
is electing to pass on the meet. It used to be that no matter how rare or 
obscure an item was you were looking for it would usually show up at Rochester. 
Some of the finest treasures I have came from that meet because the advanced 
collectors from all over the country who were once in attendance brought it 
there to sell. Now I am not sure the trip to NY is worth it anymore in light of 
the current state of decline it is experiencing but I will probably go back 
again out of blind loyalty I guess. I have been told by some of the old-timers 
that the old entrenched directors never supported the flea market and actually 
shunned it. They never believed or agreed a thriving flea market was essential 
to survival of the annual meet and never did anything to encourage flea market 
activity. They rather viewed the flea market as a necessary evil and did what 
they could to discourage the flea market and supported the forums and auctions 
instead. We have a new president now so hopefully things will eventually 

change for the better but we also still have the strong influence of the old guard 
who are still too much involved in the decision making process. I have been 

told "at least they are up there doing the job, if they didn't do it who 

would?" Good question I guess, I would like to see the AWA run more along the 
lines 

of MAARC (Mid Atlantic Antique Radio Club). Those fellows are really 

dedicated, do a fine job and they are growing. Their show gets better each year 
and 

they also have a great museum.
